To meet increased trade and 
passenger traffic on the waters of 
the Pacific coast, two new vesselc 
of the "Princess” type for night 
service between Vancouver and 
Victoria have been ordered by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, it has 
been announced by Captain C. D. 
Neroutsos, manager of the Hritish 
Columbia Coast Steamship Ser¬ 
vices. 

A new carrier and telephone sys¬ 
tem for Canadian Pacific purposes 
will shortly be in operation across 
Canada, it was slated recently in 
Winnipeg by Mr. John McMillan, 
general manager of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Telegraphs, who 
was on a tour of the west. This 
greatly supplements the facilities 
already used. 

Since the world war the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific has constructed 1,186 
miles of now railway track, most 
of which opened up new territories 
and developed new areas of country 
for settlement and industrial ac¬ 
tivity. 

An average of twenty-seven 
pounds of butter is consumed each 
year bg every man, woman, and 
child in Canada, it has been dis¬ 
covered by federal statisticians, 
making the Dominion the largest 
consumer of butter in the world. 
The per capita consumption is ten 
pounds greater than that of the 
United States.

Professor G. H. Vansell, of the 
University of California, rigged an 
apparatus by which he could meas¬ 
ure the carbon dioxide and the water 
vapor given off by a colony of bees 
in both winter and summer. 


Marshall Stlllninn Movement In 

States Helps Discharged Convicts 
To Reform 

Possibly few persons could say off- 
hand what the Marshall Stillman 
Movement Is, and yet It Is grappling 
with, and greatly aiding in the solu¬ 
tion of, one of the most pressing so¬ 
cial problems In the United States, 
that of taking care of the convict on 
his discharge. It strives to catch the 
former convict just os he leaves pris¬ 
on in a mood of uprightness and to 
give that mood an opportunity to ex¬ 
press itself. Its “clubs” have figured 
as perhaps the most important fea¬ 
ture of its work until recently, but 
during the last year the question of 
Jobs for its wards has been answered 
more successfully than ever before 
by the establishment of enterprises 
where former convicts alone are em¬ 
ployed. The plan has succeeded be¬ 
yond expectation, and to date, has to 
its credit a 100 per cent, record of 
achievement; that is, thero have been 
no backsliders. 

Society has in the past been re¬ 
sponsible for many first-time offend¬ 
ers becoming habitual criminals. 
This movement is on effort to enable 
men who earnestly desire to do so, 
really to straighten out. — Chicago 
Science Monitor.

Western Canada Air Mail 


Foreshadows 


Vote In Parliament 

Important Development 

The main estimates tabled in par¬ 
liament almost certainly foreshadow 
the establishment this year of an ail 
mail service in western Canoda. 
Hearing in mind the probable cost oi 
the Winnipeg-Calgary air mall ser¬ 
vice, the Increases in the appropria¬ 
tions to be sought by the post office 
department and the national defence 
department can be interpreted in no 
other way than as foreshadowing 
this most important development. 

The vote on the air mail service 
in the estimates of the post office de¬ 
partment Is Increased from $400,000 
to $1,250,000 and this is more than 
sufficient to* cover all contracts need¬ 
ed in the western servtcec, likewise 
the increase in the vote for the es¬ 
tablishment of air routes, in the de¬ 
fence department, of $313,432, is 
about twice the amount required to 
construct light beacons and emerg¬ 
ency binding fields along the 1.200 
mile route from Winnipeg to Calgary 
and north from Regina to Saskatoon, 
and from Calgary to Edmonton. 

In other respects the main esti¬ 
mates are of great interest to the 
west. The items for the department 
of agriculture show very substantial 
increases.

The Dominion Animal Husbandman 
states in his report that the experi¬

yak and buffalo, the yak and domes¬ 
tic cattle, and their offspring now 
coming, combining the blood of buf-1 
falo. yak, and domestic cattle.

tcn. 

b or it has been proven beyond a 
doubt that in Toronto, for just one 
instance, there would be 2,700 more 
deaths every year if it were not Tor 
the activities of the Toronto Medical 
Health Officer and his staff, in keep¬ 
ing sicknes down and saving lives 
from disease. 

But if that is the case, and it un¬ 
doubtedly is, then why shouldn't peo¬ 
ple in the country, and in towns and 
villages share in all these life-sav¬ 
ing advantages? Their lives are just 
as important to Canada ns the lives 
of city dwellers. We are all Cana¬ 
dians. Yet, every year, in rural 
and semi-rrual Canada thousands of 
lives are lost that could have been 

( saved, it these places had the same 
public henlth work done for them, 
that the cities have. 

The answer is that public health 
work, ttiougb it save* lives, costs 

money. And the big cities have the 

money to spend while the rural 


more cars nnd more engines more 
times; loaded more grain; ran more 
trains; gave employment to more 
men than ever before in its history, 
and even managed during the crop 
moving period, from August 1st to 
December 14th, to move the largest 
and longest grain train of oil time 
when one engine steamed into Ar¬ 
eola yards dragging 135 loaded cars 
behind It. 

From August 1st to December 14. 
the farmer* in the prairie provinces 
marketed 266. 262,935 bushels of 
grain on Canadian Pacific lines, a 
gross of 62,295.075, bushels more 
than during any previous season. It 
came in by the millions of bushels n 
day, and it was up to the railway 
to keep it moving. The railway did 
by loading thousands of cars a day 
until on December 14, the total cars 
loaded readied the amazing number 
of 152,863, surpassing the totals of 
previous years by 32,975 cars. Rail- 
waymen from t lie vice-president 
down to the junior apprentice in the 
shops knew that the average grain 
haul was being exceeded and they 
worked, reaching the peak of their 
labors during the nine days preced¬ 
ing October 31st, when 18,418 cars 
were loaded and moved away, an 
average of 2,046 a day; and the old 
records dropped one by one until at 
the close of navigation on the Great 
Lakes, eighty-five per cent, of the 
grain int runted to the Company for 
transportation waa loaded and roll¬ 
ing east to the Atlantic or west to 
the Pacific Coast. The cars loaded 
if placed end to end would haw 
made one tremendous argosy of 
grain 1,160 miles long. 

Preparation, organization of the 
best kind alone enabled the Canadian 
Pacific Railway to rope with the ter¬ 
rific rush of grain. This preparation 
commences weeks ahead of time 
with a close check up of equipment, 
and general tightening of the belts 
by those scheduled to do the job. 
The next step is found in the pre- 
season distribution of empty box 
cars from the Winnipeg terminals 
to the sidings alongside the country 
elevators. The empties and the ex¬ 
act number of empties do not ar¬ 
rive at the different sidings by acci¬ 
dent. They are placed in keeping 
with estimates of the amount of 
grain which will be delivered. On

The French Parliament has rati¬ 
fied France’s signature to the Kel¬ 
logg renunciation of war pact by a 
vote of 570 to 12.

The 
commandment lays stress upon 
working ns well as upon rrst. "Every 
man is os lazy as he dares to be,” is 
an oft repeated saying which is not | 
without some measure of truth. "Life 
without industry Is sin,” declares; 
Ruskin. The tragedy of many a life 
is that time is not felt to be a trust 
for whose use ho must render ac¬ 
count. ”’Tis the measure of a man — 
his apprehension of a day.” 

"You keep the sabbath In imita¬ 
tion of God’s rest. Do, by all manner 
of means, and keep also the rest of 
the week in imitation of God’s work.’’ 
—Ruskin. 

The seventh day Is a,sabbath unto 
Jehovah thy God;* In it thou shalt not 
do any work. The seventh day is to 
be distinguished from other days by 
the cessation of labor. "The sab¬ 
bath was made for man,” Jesus de¬ 
clared. The needs of body, mind and 
spirit require one day of rest in sev¬ 
en. Tho reason given here in Exodus 
for the distinction to be made be¬ 
tween the first six days and the sev¬ 
enth is that God, Himself, labored at 
creation and rested the seventh day, 
wherefore God hallowed it, separated 
it from the other days for ppeciai 
holy uses. 

"The setting apart of one day in 
seven for rest and worship was due, 
primarily, to the fact that the human 
machine will run six days with ease 
and regularity if it can rest on the 
seventh day, but it will creak and 
break if it is pushed on through 
every day alike. Tho duty of rest 
is quite as imperative as the neces¬ 
sity of work. The Individual or the 
nation that disregards this law pays 
the penalty.”—Amory H. Bradford.

Airplanes Assist In . 
Exploration For Minerals 
In Canada’s Northland 


Ottawa. Parliament received a 
suggestion as to how Canada can 
meet increased United States tariffs 
against Canadian farm products. 

The method, suggested by Hon. 
Hugh Guthrie, acting Conservative 
leader, would be In the first instance, 
to stop the importation of farm pro¬ 
ducts into Canada. 

Secondly, to supply those agricul¬ 
tural products which are now im¬ 
ported into the Dominion from Cana¬ 
dian farms. 

Mr. Guthrie, in making this sug¬ 
gestion to the government, stated 
that the Dominion is now importing 
agricultural products from the world 
to an annual value of approximately 
$60,000,000. To the United States, 
he said, Canada sells annually farm 
products valued at slightly over this 
sum. If the United States closes its 
doors on Canadian agricultural pro¬ 
ducts, Canada could close hers on 
similar products from the world. 
The Dominion is in a position to sup¬ 
ply her own home ne«ds. 

"To accomplish that," declared 
Mr. Guthrie, "all we need is a gov¬ 
ernment with some couruge; all we 
need is a government with some 
resolution; all we need is u govern¬ 


ment that has the real interests of 

the people, of the farmers of Can¬ 
ada, at heart.” 

The acting Conservative leader 
submitted to the house that "there 
is something seriously wrong in re¬ 
gard to tho trade of this country 
with the United States.” The Do¬ 
minion was now buying too much 
from the country to the south and 
selling too little. Canada found her¬ 
self with an adverse trade balance, 
Insofar as her transactions with tho 
republic were concerned, amounting 
to $333,000,000. Mr. Guthrie said 
lif realized that the United States 
market was the most convenient for 
Canada, und in many respects the 
very best market in which to sell 
Canadian farm products. 

"But,” he added, "if the tariff of 
that country is raised so higli that 
we cannot enjoy that market, then 
we will have to shape ourselves to 
enjoy the Canadian market to tho 
fullest extent and at the same timo 
to seek other markets throughout 
the world. In order to do tills, how¬ 
ever, we shall need to have a fair 
application of the principle «»f pro¬ 
tection in our customs tariff.”
